Ga., Saturday, June 11, 
My full name is W. A. Wright. I am 
e d¢puty sheriff of Fulton county, Geor- 
gia.

It was 
turned over to Coroner Stamps. It con- 
taineqd about 96 cents, I think. It also 
had some ecards in it. One of them had 
If. F. Drake on it. It was a bakery 
card. On some other cards was written 
with lead pencil 370 Grant building, and 
On another card was the name of Mr. 
Wilson. I do not recall the inittals on 
this card. There was nothing else in 
the purse, 

After the body was on shore I, with 
Officer Morris, Deputy Sheriffs Poole 
and Head and some other gentlemen, 
whose names I do not recall, laid the 
body on the bank and pressed the chest 
and rolled it. Very little water came 
out of it. The ‘body was brought to 
town just as {t was found and taken to 
Hilburn & Poole’s undertaking establish- 
ment. 


No Signs of Struggle. 


I examined the ground in the vicinity 
of the rock where the body was found, 
and distinctly saw the tracks of Miss 
Kioeckler’s shoes. 1 did not see any 
tracks near hers. § did not fit her shoes 
in these tracks, but I could 
they were her tracks, as she had shoes 
with broad, low, flat heels. They call 
them common sense shoes. I believe 
there were lots of tracks up on the road, 


but none down by the rock where Miss | 


Kloeckler’s were. There were no signs 
whatever of a struggle 
place, the weeds not being broken, or any 
twigs snapped off That would indicate 
that a struggle had taken place. I first 
noticed that the shoe tracks came down 
the bank of the lake from the road to 
the right of the rock, and that they 
then returned to the rock near where her 
body was found. 


Miss Kloeckler’s hair was not dishevel- | 
ed when she was taken out of the water. | 


It was loose, just as the young ladies 
wear it. Jt came down on her neck a 
little. Her face was slightly discolored 
when she was taken out of the water 
and got more so the longer she Was on 
the bank.

wood. ; 


Miss Kloeckler’s Disposition. 


The investigation has shown that Miss 
Kloechler wag fond of attention, and that 
she had a number of admirers. She was of 
a cheerful, laughing disposition and that 
ehe made friends easily is proved by the 
fact that she became acquainted with 
5. E. Beardon, a farmer near Monticello, 
Ga., who was a casual visitor at the 
bakery on only two occasions and who 
hecame so deeply impressed with her 
that he wrote her love letters. 

Miss Kloeckler was- last seen alive at 
8:30 a. m. and her hat was found at 
10 a. m., showing that she died within 
an hour and a half after she reached 
Lakewood. The fact. that Miss Kloeck- 
ler was a Catholic has been advanced to 
prove that she would not have commit- 
ted suicide. This does not follow. Num- 
bers of Catholics have committed sul- 
cide, even those who were devout in 
their church duties have committed sul- 
c'dé. It is a well-established fact, and 
one that is adhered to by m@ical ex- 
perts, that a person who commits suicide 
is not mentally sound at the time the 
deed is committed. They are usually 
driven to desperation by some rea] or 
imagined wrong and use this method of 
rutting an end to their troubles. Miss 
Kloeckler might have boarded the car 
with the intention of simply riding to 
Lakewood and returning on the same 
car. During the cdurse of the ride she 
might have reached the determination to 
jump into the lake. 

The theory of accidental death seems 
unlikely, though this feature of the case 
has not been overlooked. It Was pos- 
sible for Miss Kloeckler to fall from the 
rock, but it is scarcely possible that she 
diqd so. She was a well-built, strong 
“cman and the rock was not one from 
which she could have easily fallen into 
the water. She was strong enough to 
regain her balance even had she slipped 
while walking on the rock. She could 
not swim and if she had fallen in the 
mater she would have made some out- 
cry or would have disturbed the water 
in such a manner as to have attracted 


attention, 
Theory of Criminal Assault. 
The suggestion has been made that Miss 
Kloeckler was choked and criminally as- 
saulteq and her body thrown into the 
lake. There was no evidence whatever 
to indicate that Miss Kloeckler had ¢n- 


gaged in a struggle before she came 
into contact with the waters of the lake 
or after she was in the lake. Reputable 
physicians of long experience Stated on 
the witness stand and to the Pinkerton 
agency that the discoloration found in her 
throat during the autopsy could have, 
and probably were, made by the under- 
taker who embalmed her. 

Miss Kloeckler’s clothing, outer and un- 
der, had not been disturbed in any man- 
ner. The woman who handled the body 
and dressed it for burial removed her 
clothing, and she states positively that 


Miss Kloeckler’s clothing had not been | 


disturbed even in the slightest manner. 
If Miss Kloecklet. had been choked or 
there had been an unsuccessful attemnt 
at assault the clothing would have given 
some indication of the struggle that en- 
sued. 

Members of Miss Kloeckler’s family ex- 
press the belief that she died defending 
her puritv and that she was choked into 
insensibility and then thrown into the 
lake. It seems unreasonable, if there was 
a struggle at the lake side, that Miss 
Kloeckler did not make some outcry. 
Had she screamed, the three ladies who 
were on the ground would have heard 
her, and though they might not have 
been able to. render her any assistance, 
they would certainly have remembered 
tearing the scream and would doubtless 
have called the attention of the attend- 
ant to the matter when he arrived. They 
were questioned closely on this point and 
none of them heard a scream. 

The entire territory near Lakewood 
was covered in the investigation of this 
theory. No one was seen near Lake- 
wood that morning who had entered 
from the Pryor street side and the peo- 
ple residing nearest to the scene had 
not noticed anything of a suspicious na- 
ture. It was not possible for a person 
tc have gone to the Jake via South Pryor 
street in a buggy and escaped without 
some one having seen him, and it fs 
‘equally true of a estrian, 

It was stated in street rumors and 
rersistently reported that H. F. Drake 
had been seen driving his horse at a fu- 
rious rate at various hours during both 
the day and night. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Drake's horse was at the blacksmith 
shop of D. C. Hull. 189 Marietta street. 
from 9 o’clock untfl noon on the day of 
the tragedy. The horse was carried there 
by Frank West, a negro youth from 
Mr. Drake's residence, 79 West Harris 
street, 

The Mystertous Cuff. 

Searcely any feature of the Kloeckier 
case attracted as much attention as the 
cuff that was found on the bank of the 
lake near where the hat was found. 

The initials on the cuff appear to be 
“7. = aA, FF. DD.” Un account of 
the fact that Benson was connected with 
the Atlanta fire department rumors were 
current to the effect that the cuff be- 
longed to him. On the other hand, rumor 
declared that the initials were “H. F. 
D,’’ and the cuff must necessarily belong 
to H. F. Drake, the baker. 

Even before the cuff was thoroughly 


investigated it appeared unlikely that it | 


was the property of a well-dressed man. 
In the link button hole there was an 


MOTIVE FOR MURDER 
FAILED TO DEVELOP 


by @ bath house, which is located on the 
same side of the lake thatgMiss Kloeck- 
ler was walking on. 

There was no evidence whatever given 
which went to show that Miss Kloeck- 
ler had a struggle with any one. None 
of her clothes were disarranged, nor 
was there any evidence given by the 
doctor who performed the autopsy that 
would show that she had been criminally 
assaulted. 

There was a great deal of evidence 
given by physicians as expert testt- 
mony. Some of them testified that they 
had never seen a drowned person, and, 
therefore, their evidence did not amount 
to much. The most prominent doctors 
of Atlanta, and especially Dr. Krott, 
stated that in their opinion Mias Kloeck- 
ler was drowned and not murdercd first, 
then thrown fnto the lake, as tee 
Kloeckler family physician tried to con- 
vince the jury was the case. 

At 2 p. m. the inquest was adjourned 
until 3:30 p. m., and nothing had de- 
veloped at the inquest to show either 
a motive for suicide or murder. Solic- 
itor General Hill did -not intend to put 
either H. F. Drake, the proprietor of 
*he Model bakery or Fireman W. DPD. 
Benson on the stand, but a representa- 
tive of The Constitution arranged to 
have both Drake and Benson called, in 
order to see if they would contradict 
each other, Which they did, Drake claim- 
ing that Benson called at 10 a. m., May 
24, 1904, at his bakery, while Benson 
claimed that he did not call there until 
4p. m. 

Facts Brought Out. 


It also developed that through Miss 
|Frances Kloeckler her sister had told 
her and the rest of the family that she 
‘was engaged to be married to W. D. 
‘Benson, the fireman, while he on the 
‘stand stated that he had only called 
‘upon Sophie Kloeckler a few times, and 
that he had never spoken to Miss 
‘Kloeckler on the subject of marrying 
‘her, or with anybody else. 

During the course of the inquest the 
(cuff, which was found at Lakewood, 
‘was examined. It is a cuff from a cheap 
blue and white striped shirt, and has a 
\cheap bone button in !t, such as is used 
‘for a collar button. The initials on It, 
which were tn black ink, when under a 
magnifying glass, looked to be Chinese 
letters but this was owing to their blarred

'm14, broken bone button, and not such a 
button as a well-dressed man would wear. 

When S's FE. Reardon's name was 
‘brought out as an admirer of 
/Kloeckler. the initials on the cuff were 
again brought Into prominence. However, 
Beardson’s shirts were examined and the 
marks on his clothing proved conclusively 
that the cuff did not belong to him, even 
had he been unable to prove that he had 
not heen away from his farm _ since 
Christmas. 

Every steam loundry in Atlanta and 
every Chinese laundry was visited and 
the cuff displayed to the proprietors or 
managers. No mark similar to that on 
the cuff was found in any laundry, eitner 
American or Chinese, and there was no 
record in any laundry of such a mark. 
Chinamen differed in their opinions as 
to whether the initials had been made by 
\@ Chinaman. 

When the cuff was found it was not 
damp, and did not have the appearance of 
having been left on the lake shore all 
night. It was doubtless dropped by some 
one who visited the scene of the tragedy, 
or was lost by some one upon a (previous 
occasion. Numbers of articles of a like 
character are found at the lake almost 
daily, and there seems to be no possible 
way in which the cuff found at Lake- 
wood can be connected with the tragedy. 

S. E. Beardon’s Alibi. 

On Tuesday informafion was obtained 
to the effect that S. E. Beardon, a farmer 
residing 5 miles from Monticello, Ga., 
had written Miss Kloeckler several let- 
ters and had proposed coming to Atlanta 
ito see her. The family had not attached 
lany importance to the letters, ‘lnere 
iyere two of_them, one dated January 7 
|and the other May !7, one week before

condition. Detective White, of the At- 
lanta detective force, was asked to have 
a Chinaman look at the lettering on the 
cuff to see if he could determine if ft 
was made by a Chinaman.

On June 9 Mrs. Theresa Kloeckler made 
a statement which is presented elsewhere 
in full.

edge. He also claimed that the whole 
mistake in this case was made by Coroner 
Stamps not having the autopsy made the 
day the body was found and before any 
embalming fluid was injected into the 
body; also that if the autopsy had been 
held on the day that the body was found, 
ft would have been an easy matter to 
have determined whether Miss Kloeckler 
iad committed suicide or not. 

Dr. BE. H. Richardson, room No. 500

Michie and started for Lakewood 
park to go fishing; that while on the 
Lakewood car she saw Miss Sophie 
Kloeckler car the same care at eitner 
Georgia and Central avenues or one of 
the streets near Georgia avenue; that 
she took a seat or the second seat from 
the rear of the car, @nd that she was sit- 
ting directly opposite her, but did not

HEAVY JAPANESE GUNS

Tdao-Yang, June 18.—Officers returning

South Africa Not an Inviting Field. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

| “South Africa is at this time the very 
i'reverse of an inviting field for men who 
are seeking their fortunes in atranfe 
‘lands,”’ said Mr. S. J. Van den Spuy, of 
Cape Colony, at the Riggs house. 

| ‘In Cape Colony times were never so 
}dull. There is no money except what is 
(locked up in the strong boxes of capl- 
'talists, and they are not putting out a 
dollar. In addition to the hard times 
brought on by the Boer war we have had 
two years of drought, the worst in our 
history. Crops have been a failure, and 
but for the importation of food from Aus- 
tralia and South America our people 
would have been on starvation. In the 
pastora] districts sheep and cattle have

fine agricultural country, but the want of 
rain has Well night been ruinous. 

“TI know the conditions in the Trans- 
yaal quite as well as in my own coun- 
try, and am sorry to say that they are 
also extremely bad. <A great many of 
the mines in the Rand are not bein 
worked, owing to the want of capital. 
The story has gone out that the mining 
business is slack because of the deficien- 
cy of labor, but this is only an excuse. 
There is the same labor in the country 
that has alway beew there. Complaint 
is mdde of the Koffirs, but the fault fs 
not theirs. In the first place the man- 
agers of the mines promise the Kaffirs 
wages at the rate of $20 a month, but 
after hiring them are only willing to pay 
$10. or just half what they agreed to 
give. Besides, if a Kaffir workman cOm- 
mits the most trifling faul, he is. flogged 
severely. Under such circumstances it is 
not strange that these people should be 
dissatisfied. 

“Yet the English managers of the 
mines give.it out to the world that they 
need laber, and raise a cry that if they 
could be allowed to import Chinamen the 
country would soon be as prosperous as 
of yore. This is merely a pretext to in- 
duce European capital to invest in the 
mines. What adds greatly to the dif- 
ficulties of the Transvaal is the present 
inefficient government. It is so waste- 
ful and extravagant as to be a scandal. 
Under the Boer regime there were forty- 
four state offfficials who drew salaries 
aggregating $320,000.

The first sign of a fight in the com- 
mittee on resolutions came into sight 
today in the efforts of Senator Hans- 
borough, of North Dakota, to enlist re- 
cruits in favor of a declaration for re- 
vision of the tariff.

_ “The other day a well-known northern 
capitalist called at the state capitol and 
asked severa] officlals where he could 
find information as to the number of 
cotton mills in Georgia, their location, 
output and generar results of their op- 
eration. He was met on every hand 
with the reply that no such iniormation 
could be had at the capitol, and so far 
‘as the officials there knew, there was 
no such record obtainable anywhere. 
“IT happened to know that this man 
Was anxious to invest money in southern 
mills, and he wanted reliable and un- 
biased information, such as the state 
might have. Fafling to obtain it, and 
finding that he could learn nothing of 
the Georgia mills except by long per- 
;Sonal investigation, he went to South 
|Carolina, and I have since heard that 
|he made large investments in cotton mills 
(in that state, 
“This is not the only inquiry of this 
‘kind which has been made in Atlanta 
‘for information concerning Georgia in- 
| dustries, and as the result of inability 
jto supply such information, there is no 
telling how much Georgia has lost in 
investments that might have been made 
‘here. 

“It would be thfe duty of a department 
of immigration to furnish information 
concerning farming lands and matters 
which should specificialy interest that 
class liable to come to Georgia in search 
of homes. Why not at the same time 
reach out for capital, for both immi- 
grants and capital are needed, and how 
could this be better done than py the 
| Same department? JI make this sugges- 
ition for the consideration of those who 


lare interested in Georgia’s progress and | 
|prosperity, and I trust due consideration | 


will be given it by the legislature when 
‘it c@nes to take up this subject. It 
would cost the state no more, except

Recent accidents have em- 
phasized the need for greater caution in 
using the public streets, and it is gratl- 
fying that restrictive legislation is con- 
templated by our city fathers. Formerly 
the scorching bicycle was to be avoided, 
but the streets have become too congested 
for the man on the wheel. The greatest 
peril appears now to be the automobile, 
and while naturally, it is perhaps the saf- 
est of pleasure vehicle, yet the human 
attachment—the driver-chaffeur—is prone 
to human failings and he too often is to 
blame for death and destruction. ‘Wh: 
auto is here to stay and it ought to stay, 
but some restriction should be placed 
on its manipulation. It is primarily a 
pleasure vehicle and should be mainly 
confined to residenta] highways and coun- 
try roads, while the heavy truck should 
not invade our asphalted streets to de- 
stroy them. It is remarkable how ladies 
and children can thread their ways 
through our maze of street cars, delivery 
wagons, trucks, automobiles, etc., on our 
bysiness streets. Our street crossings 
are for pedestrians and they have legal 
right of way ang this right of way shouid 
be clearly defined and adequately pro- 
tected. 


Radium as a Pain Killer. 
(From Consul General Guenther, Fravk- 
fort, Germany.) 

Doctor Darier, of Paris, describes @ 
case of cancer of the face, which, through 
application of radium, had been rendered 
painless. Similar results have been ob- 
tained by other noted experts. He has 
also found quick ‘and pain-killing effects 
of radium in certain diseases of the eye. 
The influegce of ragium upon the motor- 
nerve centers he considers of still greater 
importance. In two cases of nervous 
“spasms—which occurred three to four 
times a week—weak radium preparations 
were applied to the temples for two or 
three days, when the spasms ceased. In 
a case also of ‘presumptive inability of 
motion, caused by nervous debility, ra- 
dium effected a complete cure within 
three days—probably, however, through 
suggestion. In acute facial paralysis of 
entirely new origin, radium effected a 
cure in one day. Samples of weak radio- 
activity are now rather inexpensive, 50 
that other physicians are enabled to ver- 
ify these results. 


New Fire Extinguisher. 

(From United States Consul 
Cole, Dresden, Germany.) 

In view of the feeling dominant in 
the United States-since the disaster at 
Chicago, a description of the tesl of a 
fire extinguisher I witnessed yesterday 
may he interesting. , 

The exhibition took place at the Sport- 
piatz, in this city, and was attended 
by the director of the Royal Opera house 
and theater, the chief of the fire depart- 
ment, the military commander, and by a 
numober of manufacturers and others in- 
terested. | 

The inventor, Max Eberhardt, of Mu- 
nich, states that the powder usea with 
the water to make the solution costs 
about 6 cents 
readily obtained anywhere, 
gredients are his secret. When pre pared 
the solution presents a chalky appear- 
ance, but the inventor states that it 
will not stain _or otherwise damage 
woolen or cotton material, which, while 
wet with it, will not burn. 

In the first test the inventor saturat- 
ed some strips of bagging with petro- 
leum, applied a match, and when the 
materia] was blazing dipped his hands 
into a bucket full of the solution and 
slowly rolled the material into a ball, 
putting the fire out with no pain or in- 
convenience. This was done several 
times and, finally, by one of the on- 
lookers with the same result. 

The next test was made in a vat 
about 5 feet long and 3 feet wide, which 
was filled with coal tar, over which 
petroleum was poured. When this was 
ignited great volumes of smoke and

flame went up, and the fire was so hot | 


the bystanders were compelled to retreat. 
While the fire was most furlous one 
bucket of the solution was dashed over 
it and not a vestige of flame or fire 
remained. 

The final test was made with a pile 
of 10gs, somewhat resembling rallway 
ties, which were built in layers of two, 
@€ach to the height of i2 feet, and in 


the openings loose straw was stuffed, | 
and then two buckets of petroleum were | 


poured over the whole. 

A stiff breeze was blowing and when 
the material wag ignited a fierce fire 
was in progress, which was allowed to 
burn for five minutes. A hand pump 
with a hose attached was near by, and 
when destruction of the pile seemed 
certain, the inventor sprayed it with 
the solution, extinguishing the fire in 
about thirty seconds. I afterwards ex- 
amined the logs, which were much char- 
red, showing that they had been thor- 
oughly ignited. 

I realize that this statement may ap- 
pear somewhat extravagant, but I have 
only related the facts as I saw them. 


New Process of Manufacturing Ozone 
(From United States Consul General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 
For the past few years the great im- 
portance Of ozone for hygienic and in- 
dustrial purposes has been more and 
more recognized. The general use of this 
potergtiated form of oxygen was, how- 
ever, restricted on account of the ex- 
pensive method of its manufacture. The 
English engineer, Elworth, is now said 
to have found a process for manufactur- 
ing ozone that is much simpler than 
thoSe used heretofore and permits of a 

larger production. 

Ozone is by him produced in an appa- 
ratus into which atmospheric acid is 
forced by means of an air pump. An 
electric alternating current of 130 volts 
in 3 amperes changeg through a trané- 
former to 1,000 volts, is then introduced. 
Through electric discharge in the ap- 
paratus ozone is engendered. The air 
introduced into the apparatus is forced 
through an ingenious system of pipes and 
escapes, highly ozonized, with great ve- 
locity, through a pipe which conducts ft 
ad libitum to the places and the ob- 
§<cts intended to be treated with ozone. 

The firm of Koelle & Held, of Stutt- 
gart, has for some time past made in- 
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per pound- «and carn,-be | 
but the in- | 


teresting experiments with these appara- 

tus, which are still continued. It has 

been proven so far that a much larger 

quantity of ozone is obtaineg than by 

previous methods. The apparatus works 

_ quietly and without any interrup- 
n. 


It is evident that such an increase of 
production means a cheapening of the 
price of ozone and, therefore, a more ex- 
tended use. The apparatus takes up but 
little room and can be used wherever the 
necessary alternating electric current of 
wufficient power ig available, either 
through a small motor or from larger 
electric establishments. 

Ozone, on account of its great oxydiz- 
ing power, is well adapted for supplying 
oxygen to closed rooms, such as thea- 
ters, hospitals, manufacturing shops, etc. 
for purifying drinking water, for the 
purification of sewage, bleaching of 
leather, treating oils, etc. 

If the new apparatus fulfills expecta- 
tions it may result in new possibilities 
for public hygiene, as also for many in- 
dustries.

Merit Is Investigating Evident 
Theft of Questions 


Bays Package of Questions for Teach- 
ers’ Examination Was Evidently 
Opened While in Transit. 
Questions Were Sent Out 
By Express. 


- 


State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
fitt returned yesterday to the city from 
Hinesville, Libérty county, where he 
Went to look into the matter of a pack- 
age of examinations questions sent out 
for state teachers, which, it was evi- 
dent, had been tampered with. 

Commissioner Merritt found that one 
Side of the package had been unsealed, 
and the breads removed, though an ef- 
fort had been made to put the brads 
backs as they were when the package 
left the commissioner's office. The en- 
velope in which the questions for the 
State teachers’ examinations were sent 
out was a double one, having two pock- 
etc. In one side were the questions for 
Friday, while in the other were the 
questions for Saturday. It was the side 
containing the questions for Friday that 
had been opened. 

Commissioner Merritt went to Hines- 
ville in response to a telegram telling 
him the package had been opened, and 
for purposes of safety he carried to 
Hinesville an-entirely new set of ques- 
tions for the Liberty county applicants, 

“It is evident to my mind, after an 
investigation of the matter,” said Com- 
missioner Merritt yesterday, “that the 
package was tampered with while it 
was in the hands of the Southern Ex- 
press Company. Just where the ques- 
tions were taken out, and who got hold 
of them, [I have no way of knowing, but 
1 have the matter under investigation, 
and shall try to and cenat out. 

‘Many of the questions are such that 
they can be answered in a variety of 
ways, and this may aid us in detecting 
the fact if the questions stolen were 
furnished to any oonsiderable number 
of applicants fur teachers’ licenses.” 

Commissioner Merritt said that almost 
every year sonye of the negro teachers 
had managed to get copies of the ex- 
amination questions. He had discovered 
this in several instances in Lowndes 
county, he said, and had thrown the ex- 
aminations out. 

The questions: which went to Liberty 
county were mailed in Atlanta, June 14, 
and reached Hinesville June 15. They 
were for use on June 17. Corumissionet 
Merritt does not think that they were 
given very wide circulation.

AS TRAP BY ROOSEVEL1 


Comofesioner Ware Is Adminis- 
- fering’ Office to. Make Votes:

Claims of Veterans in New York, In- 
diana and Illinois Promptly At- 
tended to, But Claims From 
Other States Are 
Neglected.

Washington. June 18.—(Special.)— 
What has the appearance of being a | 
clever administration scheme to catch 
the veteran vote in the pivotal states of 
New. York, Illinois and Indiana, has 
been unearthed in the pension bureau 
here, greatly to the annoyance of the 
pension commissioner, Mr. Ware, who 
has now rushed into -print with an “offi- 
cial denial” of the whole disclosure as | 
an “absolute falsehood.”’ Nevertheless, 
there are some interesting things in 
progress in the pension bureau which 
can be explained only on the ground that 
Commissioner Ware is rendering valua- 
ble service to the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. | 

By those claimed to have a knowledge | 
of the facts in the case, it is charged 
that the service pension claims which 
afe pouring into the office at the rate 
of hundreds a day, aré mc: examined in 
the orders they come, but that those | 
from New York, Indiana and Illinois are 
receiving immediate attention, while the 
claims from sttaeg solidly republican or 
democratic are in the meantime held up. 
Care has been taken to issue the order 
for this action verbally, and no written 
record of it can be found. It is also 
eharged that verbal orders were issued 
several weeks ago that only the claims | 
of veterans be disposed of rapidly, and 
that the claims of widows, of minors, 
and of veterans under the general law, 
which must be traced becx to the date 
of service and which require considera- 
ble time before they can be disposed of, 
have, for the present, been shelved. 

Prior to the initiation of this clever™ 
political manipulation of his bureau, 
Commissioner Ware issued this order, 
which he evidently thought would blind 
the publie: ‘The presideniial campaign 
_is open, 4nd much political activity is; 
“being felt. Increasing demands are be- | 
ing made upon the bureau, and in a 
short time the danger line will be reach- 
_ed. I wish each of my coworkers in this 
bureau to feel that no concession must : 
be made along the line of pressure. As 
much work and as good work should be 
done as possible, so as to overtake the 
accumulated buS.ness of the office, but 
applications must be decided on cold law 
and cold evidence. The bars must not 
be in anywise let down, and cases are 
to be made special and given precedence 
over others only when they cume within 
the terms of established law.”’

Only enough of the 
Teguilar claims in other states are ex- 
amined to give the superficial appear- 
ance that the written instructions of the 
chief are still in force. Throughout the 
bureau, it appears, that the verbal in- | 
siruction has been passed along ‘‘rush | 
order No, 78." 

Ordg@ seventy-eight provides that 
eve-y veteran 62 years of age shall be 
entitled to a pension of $6.00 a month; | 
65 years of age, $8.00; 68 years of age, | 
$10.00 a month, and 70 years of age, | 
$12.00 a month. -This order was issued 
last spring at the instance of the presi- 
dent, who decided that he had the power 
to grant service pensions without awalt- 
ing additional legislation on the subject. | 


lf reports are true this order has been | 
gubjected to clever manipulation in the 
hands of Commissioner Ware and his 
loyal republican assistants.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET.

He was knight- 
ed in 1879 because, owing to his initia- 
tive and resource in placing steamships 
at the disposal of the government and 
getting dispatches forwarded, the little 
British force shut up at Elkowe and sur- 
rounded by some 10,000 Zulus under 
Cetewayo's brother, Dabulamanski, was 
saved from destruction. 

Sir Donald had at one time a great 
fondness for taking distinguished people 
on long cruises in nis steamers. In 1890 
Giadstone was his companion for a fort- 
night in a cruise around Scotland in the 
Grantully Castle, after illness had rcrom- 
pelled him to take a respite from parlia- 
mentary work. On that voyage Glad- 
stone’s favorite book, his host relates, 
was “‘David Copperfield.”’ 

Three years later both Gladstone and 
Tennyson. were his guests on a longer 
crulse which extended round Scotland te 
Kirkwall, Norway and Copenhagen.

With the plow and the hoe only as 
implements, and surrounded by 8,000 in- 
dustrious and peaceable blacks, withaut 
doubt the most desirable farm labor in 
America, the Lee county farmer is lead- 
ing an expedition against the antiquated 
methods of the agriculturist and waking 
up f section of the state for commercial 
dominion as fertile as the Mississippi 
valley and as healthful as the 
north Georgia. . In several localties of 
this county are to be found farms em- 
bracing. from 1,000 to 5,000 acres all 
under one control and easily reached from 
the railroad towns over the hard paved 
roads that have been built up since 1892 
by a local tax, but are now improved 
and extended by the labor of convicts. 
So general and so desirable have become 
the character of the improvements tnat 
the taxable wealth had in 1903 jncreased 
from $1,017,037 to $1,553,538 in three 
years, 


Fine Georgia Melons and Pears. 
While the soil of Lee county is pecu- 


liarly adapted to cotton and corn, it also | 


produces fine melons, fruit and grapes. 
At Smithville, in the nortMern part of 
the county, pears have been successfully 
grown and profitably marketed 
tor ten years. Near Leesburg are 
the melon farms of Hon. J. P. Callo- 
way, who has the reputation of pro 
ducting the finest flavored melons for 
which the state is famous, He has never 
failed to make a profit on his melon 
crop. The experiences of B. I. MoKen- 
ney, chairman of the board of county 
commissioners and revenues, and W. D, 
Wells, thirty years the resident agent 
of the Central of Georgia, at Smithville, 
in raising pears have demonstrated the 


adaptability of the soil of Lee to this | 


fruit and proven there is a profit in its 
culture, 

Mr. Wells owns or controls in the vi- 
cinity of Smithville orchards with about 
1,000 pear trees. 500 of which netted 
him in 1903 $1,600. He markets his 
fruit in the northern and western mar- 


kets, always following each shipment s0_ 


as to avoid the possibility of commission 
men taking any advantage, as is often 
done, it is alleged, when open consign- 
ments are made. 

‘There are about 30,000 pear trees in 
Lee county,” said J. F. Johnston, for- 
merl yof Lee, but now of the agricultural 
department at the state capitol, when 
interviewed on the subject. “Of these 
B. J. McKenney owns nearly half, he 
being the largest grower in the Smith- 
ville district. 
has been like that of W. W. Thompson, 
who planted the first pear trees in Lee 
in 1879, and has always realized a profit. 
I am tol, however, that this year’s crop 
will be short, Owing to blight that has 
destroyed already about one third of 
the fruit. Blight damages the crop about 
every sixth year, but the favorable sea- 
sons make the losses easily sustained 
and I know of no fruit that has been 
a source of greater profit.’’

in February, 1874, it was incorporated 
‘as Leesburg. The limits of the town

| year. 

There are ten stores, postoffice, South- 
| ern express office, telegraph office and 
| telephone connection with the outside

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Scientists

UST why a certain small red ant, 
native of Guatemala, South America, 
specially delights in killing the cot- 
ton boll weevil is not yet quite clear to 
the experts of the bureau of entomology 
of the United States department of ag- 

Ticulture. This will be studied out later 
on. 

Whatever other matters this ant may 
have on hand it will lay them aside 
long enough to destroy every weevil that 
comes within its reach. The ant rushes 
at the weevil, seizes it by the throat 
with its “feelers’’ and, holding it with 
a firm grasp the ant crushes in the 
weevil’s skull with its saw-toothed tusks, 
For some reason not yet understood the 
ant then ttakes the trouble to climb 
down the cotton plant with the corpse 
of the weevil and carry it away. It does 
not eat it. 

When it comes to a tackle, the boll 
weevil has small chances against the 
ferocious ant. The latter has a great 
advantage in size, and is provided with 
a strong mouth and sharp teeth or tusks 
for biting. The weevil is active, but has 
only a thick sucking smout, and cannot 
Possibly get away from tthe ant, which 
is able both to run fast and to jump a 
considerable distance, if necessary, 

Not only the beetle-shaped, ful] grown 
weevil, but also the immature larvae or 
grub of the weevil are destroyed by the 
ants. These worms, feeding inside the 
cotton bolls, are hunted by the ants. 
which craw in through the holes pre- 
viously bored by the adult weevils, when 
they went in to lay the eggs. The ants 
tear the larvae to pieces, apparently 
with a fury of anger. 

These facts have already been report- 
ed to ithe bureau of entomology by Profes- 
sor Cook, who is still investigating the 
ants among the cotton flelds of the In- 
dians in Guatemala. Further evidence of 
the successful work of the ant comes 
from Bexar county, Texas, where a col- 
ony of the ants were turned loose on trial 
this Summer. The secretary of agricul- 
ture has received a dispatch from San 
Antonio, Texas, stating that two fleldg 
of daotton, covering about 600 acts, 
have been entirely cleared of the boll 
weevil by millions of ants, now swarming 
on the plains. 

The roads near the field are said to be 
filled with ants carrying off the dead 
boll weevils. Secretary Wilson has di- 
rected expert entomobMgists connected 
with his department, who are now in 
Texas, to remain in the cotton flelds and 
study the ant and his habits and customs 
and best methods of breeding them in 
enormous quantities. 


Weevil’s Destructive Power at an 
End. 


The tremendous importance attached to 
the discovery of nature’s enemy of the 
weevil may be easily realized when it is 
understood that this weevil has borne 
promise of becoming the most destructive 
enemy ever encountered Dy man. Last 
year it destroyed $49,279,989.6!1 worth of 
cotton in Texas, to which state it is as 
yet confined. But it is marcNing steadily 
onward at the rate of 50 miles per an- 
num, and unless something can be done 
to check its progress, it will goon have 
spread all over the cotton belt of Ahe 
south. When that is accomplished, it 
may cause annual loss of $250,000,000., 

Such, up to now, has been the appall- 
ing prospect. But the outlook is suddenly 
changed by the discovery of thig ant, 
which is the long-sought foe of the weevil. 
Its favorite occupation is the killing of 
bugs of this species, and when it arrives 
on a cotton plant there is no further 
chance for the pestiferous insects. it 
murders them, every one. 

The discovery of the ant was not mere- 
ly.a lucky accident. For the last ten 
years the government bureau of entomol- 
ogy has been trying to find an enemy of 
the votton boll weevil, with a view to 
introducing it in the infested belt, Ex- 
pert bug hunters Rave traveled all over 
Mexico, Cuba and Central America in 
pursuit of the possible weevil destroyer, 
which, it was thought, must exist some- 
where. It was in vain, however, up to a 
few weegs ago, when Professor O. H. 
Cook was led to pay a visit to the 
province of Alta Vera Paz, in Guatemala, 
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He learned that the Indians of that | 
region were raising cotton Stcessfully, | 
and without suffering to any extent from | 
the depredations of the boll weevil, | 
though the insect was present, and the | 
natural inference Was that some natural | 
cause was keeping the bug in check. ‘ne | 
cause, upon investigation, proved to be 
the ant aforesaid. 

Now, when Professor Cook came to 
examine the cotton fields of Alta Vera 
Paz, he found the ants scattered all over 
them. On every plant there were four or 
five. busily engaged in killing boll weevils. 
The adroit and business-like way in which 
they went about it seemed to prove be- 
yond question that they were specially 
equipped by nature for the destruction of 
this particular pest. Thougn they wefe, 
perhaps, unabie to exterminate’ the 
weevils altogether, thgy evidently Kept 
down their numbers to such a point that 
the amount of damage done by them 
was not appreciable. 

Myriads of Ants. 

On receiving Professor Cook’s report 
on the subject, Secretary of Argiculture 
Wilson at once wired him to call upon | 
the department for whatever assistance | 
he might require in the way of money | 
or men. No expenditure of cash or trou- | 
ble would be deemed too great in a Case | 
of this sort. If the ant can do what is | 
claimed for it, the value of a few dozen | 
specimens would be enormous, suppos- | 
ing that a greater number could not be | 
secured. But, as a matter of fact, the 
insects are obtainable in unlimited quan- 
tities, and Professor Cook has already 
forwarded to Washington a consignment 
of them, alive and healthy, in a per- 
forated box, together with a few pieces 
of sugarcane to supply them with food. 

When they arrive they will be careful- 
ly inspected by Professor L. O. Howard 
and his assistant entomologists, who will 
duly classify and name the species, and 
proper measures will be taken to propo- 
gate.them in large numbers. To do this 
should not be difficult, inasmuch as they 
as reported to have none of the vicious 
biting habits which distinguish many 
tropicai ants, and, sugar being their fa- | 
vorite food, it ought to be practicable to | 

rear them easily enough. 

It does not appear that the ant feeds | 
upon the boll weevil. On the contrary, | 
it is attracted to the cotton plant by the | 
sweet juice which the ‘“nectaries’’ or 
honey containing glands of the latter 
afford. But it is at least conceivable 
that the ant, which belongs to the most 
’ ¢ntelligent of all insect tribes, recognizes 
the character of the bug that destroys 
the source of its food supply, and s0 
finds it judicious to kill the weevil. On 
the other hand, it does not do the least 
injury to the cotton or to any other 
' plant, so far as has been ascertained, 
_ and, by reason of its peaceable disposition 
lL towird man, it can be handled with im- 
punity. 

“These ants,’’ says -Professor Cook, 
“probably came originally, like the In- 
d@ians of Alta Vera Paz, from the dry,

All of this mischief is caused by a tiny 
beetle that weighs only a quarter of a 
grain—an unpleasant little snout beetle,

Its history was, and is, some- 
what uncertain, but there is no doubt 
that it entered Texas from Mexico, where 
it had been a serious pest for a long 
time. It was described far back as 
1843 by a bug hunter, who found it in 
the neighborhood of Vera Cruz. It has 
long been plentiful in Cuba, where the 
| wild cotton seems to be its original food 
plant and at the present time it is nu- 
merous wherever cotton jis grown all over 
Central America.

/oagnizing the dangerous character of the

Elaborate experiments have been made, 
with a view to finding out if it was 
pg@sible ‘to attract the weevils with 
sweetened poisons. Molasses and brown 
sugar were tried on them, but, though 
they liked both, they would not go to 
seek either. Similar attempts were made 
with cotton seed meal, but the Duge 
did not appear to care much for it. Cot- 
ton bolls, and nothing else, are What 
they want, and there seems to be no 
other food on which they can geustain 
life for any length of time.

The reason for it was 
that there seemed to be a searcity of 
gold in the country, and the gold reserve 
fund in the treasury had fallen consid- 
erably below the $100,000,000 mark, 
which is the legal reserve. Shortly after 
the sale was made it was reported that 
Mr. Morgan took the bortds to New 
York, and within twenty-four hours 
thereafter sold them for 1I12, and more, 
So that the syndicate made about $6,- 
000,000 out of the deal. Of this it was 
alleged that J. Plerpont Morgan received 
$!,000,000.”* 

“At the same time more gold 
needed, and it was proposed to 
one hundred million or two hundred mil- 
lion more of bonds In the same way 
Our laws provide that even the smallest 
of our public contracts shall be by ad- 
vertisement, and only to the highest bid- 
der, and I did not think it was right to 
sell the bonds in this way to private par 
ties without such advertisement. I also 
thought there was lenty of gold ine 
the country. and that the bonds could 
be sold at home. I was so convinced 
of this, although I was then new to the 
senate and backward about pushing my- 
self to the front, and although al? my 
friends advised against it, | offered mys 
resolution that no further bonds shoulu 
he placed at private sale or under private 
contract, and that no sale whatever 
should be made without due advertise- 
ment for proposals, and then only ‘*o 
the highest bidder. 

Might Have Made $16,000,000. 

“How did the resolution take in the 
senate when it was offered?” 1 asked. 

“IT was warned that it would create a 
panic. Some of the senators thought it 
would throw the nation into bankruptcy 
and begged me to keep quiet. I offered 
the resolution, nevertheless, and in speak- 
ing upon it showed that war loans ag- 
gregating more than $3,500,000,000 placed 
time of peril had been put out at 
less expense to the government than 
these sixty-two millions issped tin time 
ot peace. I showed that the loans of 
the civil war. .were placed at commis- 
sions of than 2 per cent to the 
government, while the New York bankers

“Do you think Cleveland was honest in 
this matter, Senator Elkins?’ 

“Yies, but the Wall street bankers 
frightened him. He did not understand 
the country and they made him think 
We were in danger of baikruptcy. [ 
have nothing to say against the bankers, 
It was their business to get the bonds 
as cheaply es they could. The mém- 
bers of the syndicate were able men, and 
many of them were my friends. Indeed, 
had I not been in the United States 
senate I hardly think I should have: ob- 
jected to having been with them in the 
deal.’ 

“What do you think of Mr. Cleveland?” 

‘I consider him the strongest man of 
the democratic party. I shall never for- 
get some of the things he has done for 
the country. He saved Chicago by sena- 
ing the soldiers there at the time of the 
riots, thereby preventing a reign of an- 
archy. He kept his party from putting 
the country on a silver basis, and he 
showed extraordinary nerve in his treat- 
ment of the Venezuelan question.

ANY members of this associa- 

tion doubtless recollect a paper 

read by me at its 7th annual con. 
vention, held at Cincinnati in 1900, con- 
cerning the “Yeggman,” “Hobo” or 
tramp burglar. At that time I predicted 
his operations in this country would 
Bradually increase. 

The following table shows a record of 
attacks on banks from September, «1900 
to date, of which I believe fully 90 per 
cent wete made tty‘ burglars of the 
“Yege”’ class:

In addition to this, two paid the death 
penalty in New York state, one in Mis- 
Souri and three in Arkansas, for mur- 
dering officials who attempted to arrest 
them; all of these were of the “Yeger”’ 
class, The “Yegg’ burglars’ 
tensive operations during the past five 
years have been in the middle west, es- 
pecially in Minnesota, Wisconsin, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, In- 
diana, Missouri, Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma. For the past tnree yeare 
the operations of the ‘‘Yegg’’ burglar in 
the east have been confined to postoffices 
and business safes, but during 1903 to 
1904 they made two attacks on banks 
in Maine, one in Rhode Island, one in 
Pennsylvania, two in Virginia, two in 
North Carolina, one in. South Caro- 
lina and one in Florida. 

“IT will briefly repeat the ‘‘Yeggman’'s”’ 
method of operating. The actual bur- 
glar sends out a “‘finder’’ who is a young 
graduate of some tramp «amp, one 
whose youth or innocent appearance 
would not excite suspicion of any cit- 
izen, and whose physical strength and 
courage prevent his engaging in the at- 
_tack. He is called in the 
nacular a “Gay Cat.’ In the guise of a 
peddier or beggar, the “Gay Cat” Is 
sent to country towns to iearn and re- 
port if there are any police, town mar- 
Shal or night watchman, if any are on 
duty all night, if town is lighted by 
electricity, how entrance could safely 
be effected to bank building, make of 
vault or safe and best route of escaping. 
The “Gay Cat’’ while tramping. ped- 
dling or begging, studies the local freight 
time tables, learns where the. water 
fanks and coal] shutes are, which are 
F=ely points to board trains to escape 
on, finds out where hand cars are Kept 
and where horses and buggies can be 
easily stolen by the ‘“‘Yeggs’’ to escape. 
The leader of the ‘‘Yegg’’ tribe is fur- 
nished by the “Gay Cat’’ with all these 
details and plans an atttack on a bank 
he considers least difficult. 

But safe buresary, like 
thing else, has its season, 
mences when the nights are 
ends when they begin to 
For his own good reasons, 
ngan” will not operate on moonlight 
nights. He knows the darker the night 
the safer his work and less likelihood 
of his being seen or identified. Most 
“Yeggemen’’ now operate on bank vaults. 
and safes with nitro-glycerine, but in 
some instances dynamite is used. 

They visit the bank to be attacked near 
midnight or between midnight and 3 a. m, 
These “Yeggs’’ go heavily armed on tneir 
work. They seldom carry revolvers of 
less than 38 caliber, and most of them 
earry 44 and 45 Colts or Remington pis- 
tols. blue barrel, with additional rounds 
of ammunition. Tne sentinels are posted 
near the bank and are frequently in- 
structed to shoot, if necessary, any iIn- 
truder. Their duty ig to guarantee the 
safe escape of the confederates operating 
on the vault or safe in the bank build- 
ing. who seal up the @facks of vault or 
safe doors with common washing soap, 
well softened, leaving a slight aperture 
at the top of the door, where a soap dam 
ie built, into which the “soup” or nitro- 
glycerine is poured. This oozes about the 
cracks of the safe very quickly; a fuse 
and detonator are used to explode it. One 
shot of nitro-glycerine sometimes demol- 
ishes the safe door. If it does not, an- 
other charge is made until the money is 
reached. A very large explosion follows 
each attack. which attracts the atten- 
tion of citizens; but not infrequently these 
“‘Yegg”’ burglars will first awaken the 
neighborhood by firing numerous revolver 
shots before the explosives are applied, 
which leads the populace to believe that 
there are a number of men engaged in 
the attack, and which frequently dls- 
eourages interference. After the smoke 
has passed away, the contents of tne 
safe or vault are taken and the “Yexg’’ 
escapes either on passing traimg, by 
stolen teams or hund cars, or on foot, 
hiding by day, traveling by night, until 
pursuit is discontinued.

Few Are Married. 

Few ‘“‘Yeges'’ are married and live do- 
mestic lives. Their homes, when 
are prosperous, are in tae lodging houses 
and cheap saloons in largé cities and 
thev frequent the lower class of drinking 
saloons and dance halls until their -money 
is exhausted, when they again engage 
in safe burglary. 

There is considerable brotherhood or 
loyalty among them. They are always 
ready wita a willing hand to contribute 
to the defense of one of their number 
in trouble, or to aid in breaking him out 
of jail, although the sometimes do not 
know the party except by reputation. 

Not a few of them who havé been 
successful in attacking banks and 
apprehended are reported to have given 
up burglary work and settled down in 
large cities in business for which they 
are best fitted. In the many cases taney

The Yegg Vocabulary. 

It is a sort of breach of etiquette 
among these “Yeggs”’ or ‘‘hobos” for 
one to ask the other what hig real name 
is, and therefore “Yeggs'’ on meeting 
a tramp mechanic, instead of asking for 
his name asks where he hails from. If 
the mechanic replies he Is from Pitts- 
burg and is of slim build he is nick- 
named ‘Pitts. Slim,”"' or if he is stout 
pte Fat,” or if red-headed ‘Pitts, 
Red,”’ or if John from Chicago he is “Chi 
Jack.’ Any notable physical character- 
istic is used to give a road number or 
‘“‘monacker’’ to the newly made “Yegg.’’ 
Considerable cunning and skill is shown 
by them in coining these names and 
“Yegg’’ phrases. A youthful burglar with 
a noticeable gray patch on the back of 
his head is called ‘““‘The Aged Kid,” a 
6-footer who wears a number thirteen 
known as “Little WiHie.”’ one 
impediment in his speech is

ers,”’ “California Fingers,” ‘‘Bee,’’. and 
hundreds of other curtous names, each 
given on account of gome peculiar char- 
acteristic or incident in the life of the 
“Yegg’ so named.

Terrific Pounding. 

About noon he was awakened by a 
terrific pounding on the door. Halt 
awakened and annoyed he exclaimed:

Reid gave a whoop that could be heard , 


abl over the building, and said to the 
messenger: 

“Tell Senator Barnum that we claim 
the entire electoral vote in those stutes.”’ 

Reid had been In the dumps; but it 
did not take a keen witted man like him- 
self many seconds fo realize that the 
eiectorul votes from those three states 
would just be enough to Jjand Rutherford 
R. Hayes in the white house. Al]! of the 
available writers were hastily put to 
work grinding out copy for an extra. 
The chief of the establishment stopped 
the presses and had the forms hustled 
up to the composing room to perpare for 
the additional matter for the new edi- 
tion. Before daylight, while the milk 
Wagons was sttil rattling about the 
thoroughfares of Manhattan, The Times 
was on the street with giaring headlines, 
claiming the election of Haves over Til- 
den by those historic figures 185 to 184. 

Wires Kept Hot. 

But the journalists were not the only 
persons who were busy that night and 
the following morning. The wires lead- 
ing from the headquarters of the two 
great political parties were kept hot with 
important messages, and by Uthe time 


‘the nation had sat down to its breakfast, 


both sides had formally claimed the elec- 
tion. Toe remainder—the returning 
boards, the double governments in the 
disputed states, and the electoral com- 
mission—constitutes known history. The 
only phase of the case that posseses hu- 
man interest at this late day, is a con- 
templation of the shrewdness and the 
alacrity with which an up to date jour- 
nalist sized up the importance of an in- 
nocent looking but history-laden note of 
inquiry. Like a flash the conviction had 
gone through his brain: “If Barnum 
were certain he would not ask me. He 
lacks positive news.’ Looking back on 
those momentous days and the admirable 
manner in which the great men of both 
politieal parties preserved the tranquility 
of the nation, one cannot help wonder- 
ing—idly, but curiously: ‘Suppose Chair- 
man Chandler had not retired so early 
that nigat,’’ and again “Suppose Chair- 
man Barnum had not written that note.” 
But history refuses to answer. 

The strategy that is sometimes em- 
ployed by candidates and organizations 
to acheieve victory in nominating con- 
make the experienced 
general of an army open his eyes in 
amazement. The saying that all is fair 
in love and war—if not already intended— 
should certainly be amended to incfude 
In a certain convention held 
in one of the southern states not many 
ago, the two factions of a great 
political party were almost evenly di- 
vided. The control of the convention 
depended upon the report of the com- 
mittee on eredentials over a few con- 
tested seats. The committee met on 
the eve of the convention, and its de-

New York Not Pivotal. 

New York has ceased to be a pivotal 
state: but there has not been a pfesi- 
dential election for half a century when 
it was not looked upon as a mighty fac- 
tor in the contest, Even today when its 
vote ia not regarded as absolutely es- 
sential to the success of a candidate, it 
is regarded with wide spread interest, 
For nearly forty years its electora] vote 
has alternated between the candidates 
of the two great parties. Thus Lincoln 
carried it in 1864; Seymour in 1868; 
Jrant in 1872: Tilden in (876; Garfield 
in (880; Cleveland in 1884; Harrison 
in 1888; Cleveland in (892; MciKnliley 
in 1896. It remained for Major Me- 
Kinley with his persuasive personality 
and his overwhelming popularity to 
break: the spell in 1900, when the Eme- 
pire state for the first time in four de- 
cades, cast its electoral vote for the same 
party for the second consecutive na-~- 
tional election. 

During the Harrison campaign of 1892 
the republican managers were apprehen- 
sive of the result in New York. At that 
time ihere was the same desire to cQn- 
ciliate Senator Platt:as there had been 
to placate Senator Conkl&Ag twelve 
years before. Platt’s relations with Gen- 
erai Harrison had been strained, and he 
was one of a coterie of republican sen- 
ators who, during the last years of Har- 
rison’s term, refused to go to the white 
house.
